Mexico City, Feb. 26.— Em ilio Ma­ 
dera, a brother of the late ex-Presi- 
dent Madero, has been shot and killed 
north of Monterey, according to in­ 
formation received here. 


W ith an escort of thirty-five men 
Madero, it is said, was attempting to 
Join the rebels holding Iairedo, when 


he was overtaken by troops sent by 
General Trevino. 
The reports do not 
indicate whether Madero was killed in 
action or was executed. 
The shooting of Madero took place 
between Villandam o and Bastamente. 
As the rebel leader in the Laredo 
district, Geronimo Villereal, is a par­ 
tisan of General Trevino the govern­ 
ment expects that the trouble in that 
vicinity w ill soon be adjusted. 
Em ilio Madero. in conjunction with 
his brother Raoul, a few days ago be­ 
gan a counter revolution at San Pedro, 
in the Etato of Coahuila, in the expec­ 
tation of uniting the rebels about Sal­ 
tillo with those in the Laredo district. 
Hope* for immediate peace in Mexi­ 
co Is slight. 
Rebel activity in the 
north has increased and the govern­ 
m ent’s efforts to enter lino arrange­ 
ments with the Zapatistas appear to 
have failed. 
W hether the rebels, whose center is 
the state of Coahuila, have increased 
num erically is not generally known,

Zapatistas Burning and Raiding. 


In the south the Zapatistas continue 
burning and raiding and an attack on 
a m ilitary train between Ozumba and 
Mexico City leaves little doubt as to 
their attitude toward the new admin­ 
istration. 
The attack was of the or­ 
dinary ambush type. 
The train was 
stopped by a burned out bridge and 
the fighting continued for more than 
two hours 
One of the demands of the Zapatis­ 
tas.

by commissioners

senting that section of the rebels, was 
that all Zapatista officers be admitted 
to their regular establishments with 
corresponding rank, some having as­ 
sumed the title of general. To this the 
government strongly objected. 
The commissioners left in order to 
report to their chief and soon word 
came back that the Zapatistas con­ 
sidered the revolution still in progress. 
The government 
has sent 
forces 
southward toward Cuernavaca along 
the line of the Central railway, a por­ 
tion of which, destroyed by rebels, will 
be rebuilt.

Zapatistas, however, the government 
believes there w ill be no difficulty in

Haggard had accepted the appoint­ 
m ent and th at th e arrangem ents re­ 
g arding his salary were satisfactory 
to him. 
A ttorney H aggard was called on

RAILROAD NOTES 


The Northern Pacific railw ay w ill 
create a new division with Mandan, 
N. D., as Its headquarters. 
It w ill 
have the main line between Mandan 
and Dickinson and the north and 
south branch lines out of Mandan. 
At present tne branch lines are un­ 
classified. 
Both are oeing extend­ 
ed and it is necessary for more dir­ 
ect control. 
The company has also 
promised to replace the ancient depot 
at Mandan with a modern structure. 
The yards are being enlarged and the 
trackage increased. 


Record Compiled by Carl Zapffe Gives 
Interesting Data Regarding 
the Vote Cast 


The tonnage tax bill of Messrs. 
Bjorge and F rankson met defeat, the 
vote being 61 to 55 against the bill. 
All things considered, says the Du­ 
luth 
Herald, the fight against the 
tonnage tax this time was at least 
as hard and difficult as any yet e n ­ 
countered, in spite of the absolute 
lack of public hackling for the ton­ 
nage tax doctrine. 
The victory, therefore, is corres­ 
pondingly grateful to those who live 
in the iron m ining sections from Lake 
county to Grow Wing. 
C redit for this victory m is t be 
shared by m any; but there will be 
only one voice as to the man who is 
entitled to first place in the roll of 
victors. 
T hat man is Cleon T. Knapp, 
who though a young man Is serving 
his second term as a member of the 
house from the Forty-ninth district, 
and who in his two terms has made 
i record and reached a standing in 
the confidence and esteem of his col­ 
leagues th a t may well be envied by 
older men and men of longer legis­ 
lative experience. 
Mr. K napp's u n ­ 
failing tact, 
keen 
judgm ent, 
bril­ 
liant floor tactics 
and 
convincing 
oratory are by general agreem ent 
given the chief credit for the victory 
of Tuesday. 
But no man could win such a fight 
alone. 
The other members from the 
m ining counties have all done their 
share, and ably, too. 
A. L. W arner 
of Duluth, though serving his first 
term, has a wide acquaintance in the 
state and through this and through 
his cordial relations with the house 
members was able to be of vast as­ 
sistance. 
E. R. Ribenack, the lone 
Democrat in the St. Louis house coun­ 
ty’ delegation, was his district’s agent 
am ong the m embers of his party, and 
it is to be noted th a t only one of the 
Democrats in the house voted for the 
bill. 
The rest voted “No.” 
R epre­ 
sentative John A. Healy of Hibbing, 
Anton Bergen of Duluth, and N. I). 
Hillm an of Two Harbors were active 
and alert and effective throughout a 
contest covering a full month. 
And as it has been stated in these 
reports before, and editorially by The 
Herald, credit is due to the represen­ 
tatives of th e Western Mesa ba and 
the Cuyuna range districts, P. H. Mc- 
G arry of Walker, Charles H. W arner 
of Aitkin, C. W. Bouck of Royalton 
and Louis W. Vasaly of Little Falls. 
B u t these, outside their personal 
qualities and abilities, are but ten 
votes out of 120. 
Manifestly, there 
are men not residents of the iron dis­ 
tricts who helped, and who helped 
much. 
The nam es of these men 
should not be forgotten in the coun­ 
ties which were saved by Tuesday’s 
victory of reason over prejudice and 
of fair play over injustice from the 
infliction of a paralyzing, disastrous 
plague of u n ju st taxation. 
Of great assistance also were Speak­ 
er Hines, Lewis C. Spooner, W. J. 
Nolan aud John G. Lennon.

Mandamus Proceedings That Played 
a Part in the Fight Waged in 
the Saintly City 


J. W. Bennett, of St. Paul, now en­ 
gaged by th a t city to assist in putting 
is new commission form of govern­ 
m ent into effect on April I, in this 
third article describes the p repara­ 
tory work leading up to the adoption 
of the St. Paul commission charter. 
He says: 
St. Paul has adopted a commission 
ch arter unlike any other in the coun­ 
try. 
Agitation for such a charter 
was carried on by the St. Paul papers 
for a year before the ch arter com­ 
mission took up the work and more 
than a year was spent by the com­ 
mission in determ ining th e outlines of 
a hybrid commission ch arter which 
was a good deal of a compromise 
with the old co u n cilm an ^ and may- 
orality plan. 
Professed 
friends of commission 
governm ent were ^afraid of the real 
th in g for fear it m ight be uncon­ 
stitutional or for fear it m ight offend 
the aldermen of for some other rea­ 
son. 
Real 
friends 
of 
commission 
governm ent did not w ant the hybrid. 
The charter commission was pretty 
evenly divided to Ipegin 
with, al­ 
though it had acted unanim ously for 
the hybrid commission plan. 
Sever­ 
al members dropped out. 
Then May­ 
or Keller made a com bination with 
friends of the federal plan charter. 
When this was done the charter com­ 
mission had been w orking upon their 
ch arter for about 18 months. 
The 
hybrid commission ch arter was voted 
down, and th e commission decided to 
mak«> a federal plan ch arter for St. 
Paul, retaining the old double branch 
or bi-cameral council, hut m aking an 
autocrat of th e mayor. 
For two or three m onths there was 
g reat 
activity 
am ong 
the 
charter 
workers, but before the federal plan 
charter was completed the term s of 
the ch arter commissioners expired. 
Judges of the court who have th eir 
appointm ent were ready for a new 
deal. 
They would have chosen an 
entire new commission, but Mayor 
Keller and o th ers interceded, plead­ 
ing th a t they he perm itted to com­ 
plete their work. 
The old commis­ 
sion was reappointed with the u n ­ 
d erstanding th a t if th e ir charter fail­ 
ed they would resign. 
When the ch arter had been finish­ 
ed about 13 m onths ago, the commis­ 
sion asked th a t a special election be 
called to have a vote upon It. 
A 
city election was coming on in May, 
so th e council declined to order the 
special election 
Then th e commis­ 
sion declined to subm it its charter, 
believing th a t by holding it a special 
election m ight be secured. 
In the mean tim e the “C urrent 
Topics” club had prepared a real com­ 
mission sh a rte r and when the regular 
board of freeholders or charter com­ 
missioners declined to subm it th e 
federal plan the club pushed forward 
the commission plan. 
The commis­ 
sion declined to subm it this comnfis- 
sion c h a rter until a petition of five 
per cent of the voters compelled ac­ 
tion. 
Then th e corporation attorney 
who is opposed to the commission 
plan and was one of the drafters of 
the rival federal plan, advised the 
council not to subm it the commission 
plan a t th e election. 
M andam us proceedings were then 
bro u g h t by th e club and decided by 
Judge Italian in favor of subm itting 
the charter. 
Politicians laughed, 
They were 
sure th e ch a rter would fail. 
Club 
women and liberal men took it ii* 
and the newspapers supported it w ’th 
a will. 
It won by a big m argin, 
receiving more than 24,000 of the 
35,000 votes cast. 
The commission 
which declined the election for the 
federal plan charter was c h a rg in g ' 
beyond 
measure, 
and 
there 
were 
th rea ts th a t a special election would 
be forced and an attem pt made to 
replace th e commission plan ch a rter 
by the federal plan. 
This attem pt 
came to nothing. 
In the next letter we shall take up 
the St. Paul plan itself.
